Population. 

The  total  population  of  the  Rural  District  including  the 
Armed  Services,  shows  ,an  in  crease  of  180  to  10,230,  the  same 
increase  as  occurred  in  1050. 

Birth  Rate. 

From  this  population,  311  children  were  born  giving  a 
birth  rate  of  16.17  per  1,000.  For  England  and  Wales  the 
rate  is  15.5;  for  the  smaller  towns  15.7;  for  the  large  towns 
17.0  and  for  London  17.5  per  1,000,  so  it  appears  that  the 
more  congested  areas  have  a higher  birth  rate,  but  I suggest 
this  is  because  the  industrial  towns  have  a younger  age-group 
population  and  that  people  tend  to  retire  to  the  country  from 
the  towns. 

For  example  when  the  birth  rate  is  corrected  by  the  Area 
Comparability  figure  which  tries  to  even  out  this  tendency  by 
taking*  note  of  the  age  groups  ais  disclosed  by  the  Census,  the 
birth  rate  figure  is  increased  to  17.46  corresponding  to 
London . 

Death  Rate. 

During  the  year,  188  people,  102  men  and  86  women, 
died,  including  those  who  died  away  from  their  homes,  giving 
a death  rate  of  9.77  per  1,000,  the  lowest  death  rate  on  record 
for  Holderness,  the  previous  lowest  being  10  for  1948.  When 
this  is  corrected  by  the  Area  'Comparability  Factor  allowing 
for  the  older  age  groups',  the  rate  is  lower  still,  8.69  per  1,000, 
which  is  what  it  may  have  been  if  it  were  not  for  the  increased 
number  of  older  retired  people  living  here. 
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Of  the  188  deaths,  over  one  half  (103)  died  from  one  of 
three  causes — Heart  Disease,  Cancer  and  Stroke.  Heart  Dis- 
ease, which  includes  Coronary  Disease,  Angina,  High  Blood 
Pressure  and  Heart  Failure,  and  valvular  another  heart  dis- 
ease, caused  43  deaths,  25  males  iand  18  females,  a little  over 
one  death  in  every  four. 

33  people,  17  males  and  16  females  died  from  Cerebral 
Haemorrhage1  (Stroke)  about  one  in  every  6 deaths.  Cancer 
also  caused  about  one  death  in  every  6 (14  males  and  16 
females) ; of  3,  2 died  of  Cancer  of  the  Lungs,  both  males, 
otherwise  there  was  no  special  or  marked  difference  in  the 
sexes. 

Of  other  important  causes  of  death,  diseases  of  the  blood 
vessels,  e.g.,  Aneurism  and  Embolus,  caused  16  deaths 
equally  divided  between  males  and  females.  Pneumonia 
caused  8 deaths  and  Bronchitis  11,  7 males  and  4 females. 
The  above  6 causes  accounted  for  141  out  of  188  deaths. 

Maternal  Mortality. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  pregnancy,  childbirth  or 
abortion  in  your  area.  In  England  and  Wales  525  women 
died  as  the  result  of  pregnancy  in  1953,  giving  a rate  of  0.76 
per  1,000  total  births,  i.e.,  one  mother  in  every  1,314  births. 

Infant  Mortality. 

In  addition  to  the  311  live  births,  there  were  10  still 
births,  4 males  and  5 females  legitimate,  and  one  female 
illegitimate.  This'  gives  a still  birth  rate  of  0.52  per  1,000 
population  and  31.1  per  1,000  total  births  (live  and  still).  The 
rates  for  England  Wales  are  0.35  and  22.4  respectively. 

Infant  Mortality  Rate. 

During  the  year,  10  infants  under  the  age  of  12  months 
died;  all  were  legitimate.  The  infant  mortality  rate  is  thus 
31.1  per  1,000  live  births,  compared  with  26.8  for  the  whole 
country.  For  most  of  the  past  15  years,  the  rate  has  varied 
between  30  and  40  per  1,000  live  births,  and  the  trend  is 
definitely  downward. 

Of  the  10  infants,  3 died  from  Prematurity,  5 from  con- 
genital defects,  one  from  an  accident,  and  one  from  the  effects 
of  difficult  labour. 

6 of  the  infants  died  in  the  first  4 w7eeks,  and  all  but  2 
died  in  hospital.

Measles. 

178  cases  were  notified,  over  half  of  them  in  the  2nd 
quarter  and  most,  of  the  others  in  the  3rd  quarter.  As  in 
recent  years,  the  outbreak  was  mild  in  character. 

Whooping  Cough. 

Only  11  cases  were  notified,  all  in  the  1st  and  3rd 
quarters.  Whooping*  Cough  is  not  only  a very  distressing 
disease  of  childhood  but  can  lead  to  serious  after  effects  like 
Bronchitis,  in  later  years.  Its  had  effects  can  be  minimised 
by  preventive  immunisation  at  the  same  time  as  the  Diph- 
theria immunisation,  which  should  be  given  early,  i.e.,  at, 
6-8  months  as  the  disease  is  most  dangerous  in  infants. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

4 cases  were  notified,  all  of  a mild  type  and  none 
occurred  in  premises  requiring  special  preventive  measures1, 
e.g.,  shops  or  milk  retailers. 
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Acute  Poliomyelitis. 

An  outbreak  of  Poliomyelitis  began  the  laist  week  in  J uly. 
3 cases  occurring  in  widely  separated  parishes,  viz.  : Atwick, 
Lei  ley  and  Patrington.  These  cases  were  followed  by  2 noti- 
fied in  August,  one  in  September  and  2 in  November.  Of 
these  8 cases,  4 were  of  the  non-paralytic  type  and  4 showed 
evidence  of  paralysis  of'  some  muscles,  but  none  wTas  really 
severe.  Only  one  of  the  four  paralytic  cases  showed  evidence 
of  paralysis  on  leaving  hospital.  No  further  cases  occurred 
in  any  one  of  these  parishes. 

Diphtheria. 

No  notifications  have  been  received  since  1945,  which  is 
proof  positive  of  the  success  of  immunisation,  but  of  course, 
it  has  to  be  kept  up  to  ensure  safety.

The  use  of'  B.O.G.  Vaccine  was  extended  to  school 
children  showing  a negative  Tuberculin  Test. 
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Tuberculosis. 

8 cases  of  Pulmonary  and  one  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuber- 
culosis were  notified.  It  is  still  not  realised  sufficiently  that 
Tuberculosis  is  an  infectious  disease  which  is  spread  by 
coughing*  chiefly,  but  also  by  promiscuous  spitting,  e.g.,_  on 
the  pavements.  T.B.  germs  can  remain  dormant  but  alive, 
even  when  dried  and  in  dust.

Enteritis  and  Diarrhoea. 

There  was  very  little  infection  of  the  alimentary  tract 
this  year,  only  one  death  occurring.  Washing  the  hands 
before  eating-  or  preparing  food  is  a golden  rule  which  must 
never  be  forgotten. 


General  Provision  of  Health  Services 


National  Health  Service. 

Hospital  treatment  is  provided  for  in  this  area  chiefly 
at  Hull  Infirmary  and  Westwood  Hospital  at  Beverley,  where 
there  are  lull  facilities  for  X ray  and  laboratory  examination. 

Bacteriological  examinations  are  also  provided  for  at  the 
Research  Laboratory,  High  Street,  Hull,  chiefly  for  examina- 
tion of  bacterial  infections  of  food1,  water,  etc. 

Hospitals  and  out-patient  clinics  for  the  diagnosis  and 
treatment  of  Tuberculosis  are  part  of  the  Health  Service. 

The  County  Council  provide  services  for  the  care  of 
expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  infants,  including  the 
unmarried  mother  and  child  at  clinics,  domiciliary  mid- 
wifery, health  visitors,  home  nursing,  arrangements  for 
vaccinations  and  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  and 
Whooping  Cough,  ambulance  service  and  home  help  service. 
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Under  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  the  County 
Council  became  responsible  for  the  provision  of  accommoda- 
tion of  all  persons  who  by  reason  of  age,  infirmity  or  any 
other  circumstances,  are  in  need  of  care  and  attention,  other 
than  medical  or  nursing  cases,  and  further,  for  the  provision 
of  a Welfare  Service  for  the  blind,  deaf  or  dumb,  and  other 
persons  who  are  substantially  and  permanently  handicapped 
by  illness,  injury  or  congenital  deformity,  or  such  other 
disabilities  as  may  be  sanctioned  by  the  Minister  of  Health. 
Persons  requiring  regular  medical  or  sick  nursing  are 
the  responsibility  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

No  action  was  taken  by  your  Council  under  Sec.  47  of 
the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  but  when  and  where 
necessary,  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention  owing  to  age 
were  admitted  by  Voluntary  Action  to  one  of  the  County 
old'  people’s  residences  with  the  active  co-operation  of  the 
County  Council. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area 

Weather  and  Rainfall. 

The  average  annual  rainfall  for  the  first  3 months  was 
8.57  inches,  which  is  2.1  inches  less  than  the  average  of  the 
last  five  year's,  March  being  very  dry.  April  added  2.3  inches 
making  5.94  inches  for  4 months,  compared  with  7.57  inches 
for  the  preceding  five  yearly  averages.  May,  June,  July  and 
August  were  similar  as  regards  rainfall,  showing  2"  per 
month.  By  the  end  of  November  the  average  rainfall  reached 
19.22,  5 inches  less  than  the  corresponding  five  yearly  aver- 
age. The  rainfall  for  the  Holderness  district  was  among  the 
lowest  for  the  East  Riding. 

Water  Supply. 

Water  is  supplied  by  statute  by  the  Hull  Corporation 
Water  Authority.  The  water  is  frequently  tested,  chemically 
and  bacteriologically;  and  is  pure,  if  hard. 

The  3"  water  mains  in  the  area  were  extended  by  278 
yards  during  the  year,  and  360  yards  of  4"  mains  extension 
were  laid.  Very  few  properties  in  the  district  now  remain 
without  internal  mains  water  supply  or  readily  accessible 
external  supply. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

In  contrast  to  the  water  supply  system,  the  sewerage 
facilities  of  the  area  leave  much  to  be  desired,  and  much  work 
has  and  is  being  clone  , in  the  planning  and  accomplishment 
of  new  or  improved  sewerage  facilities  in  various  villages. 
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The  village  of  Patrington  is  the  only  area  to  enjoy  com- 
plete public  sewerage  facilities,  the  new  disposal  works 
having  now  been  in  use  for  over  a year  with  generally  satis- 
factory results  and  the  minimum  of  working  troubles.  Small 
sewage  works  have  been  installed  in  6 villages  to  provide  for 
existing  and  new  council  houses,  and  these  are  providing 
trouble  free  service.  Regular  servicing  is  carried  out  by  a 
Council’s  employee  and  the  policy  is  proving  its  own  value. 

Comprehensive  sewerage  schemes  have  been  planned  for 
all  the  larger  villages,  and  most  of  them  have  been  the  subject 
of,  or  are  awaiting  a Public  Inquiry.  Lack  of  finance  may 
mean  certain  curtailment  of  the  larger  schemes,  but  in  many 
cases,  essential  development  cannot  go  on  without  these 
sewerage  facilities. 

Conversion  of  Privies  and  Pail  Closets. 

Conversions  of  this  kind  are  proceeding  at  all  times  in  a 
small  way,  but  a general  overall  scheme  at  official  instigation 
cannot  be  attempted  through  lack  of  sewers,  and  conversions 
are  usually  involved  in  works  of  a more  extensive  improve- 
ment nature  by  private  property  owners  for  self  occupation. 
Disposal  is  usually  to  cesspools  which  are  emptied  by  the 
Council’s  service. 

Housing. 

A total  of  107  dwelling  houses  were  provided  in  the  area 
during  1953.

Inspections  of  all  premises,  governed  by  the  bye-laws 
made  under  the  provisions  of  Section  15  of  the  Act,  are 
regular.  Generally  the  standard  of  cleanliness,  maintained 
in  food  preparation  or  retail  shop  premises  is  high,  and 
routine  supervision  becomes  rather  a routine  necessity  than 
an  essential  necessary  to  the  maintenance  of  a«  high  standard 
of  food  shop  hygiene.  The  display  of  notices,  forbidding  the 
entry  of  dogs  into  food  shops,  continues  to  avert  what  was 
becoming  a serious  nuisance.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

A mains  water  supply  is  available  in  all  parishes  in  the 
Council’s  area.  Main  extensions  were  carried  out  by  the  Hull 
Corporation  at  the  Council’s  request  to  supply  New  Housing 
Estates  and  outlying  farms  and  comprised  1,843  yards  of  3" 
mains,  405  yards  of  4"  mains  and  640  yards  of  6"  mains.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

A Scavenging. 

This  essential  service  to  the  growing  population  of 
Holder  ness  is.  carried  out  by  direct  labour  operating  from 
four  depots  situated  at  Skirlaugh,  Patrington,  Preston  and 
Aldbrougfi,  in  three  of  which  places  the  Council  owns  garages 
for  its  vehicles.  Refuse  is  collected  weekly  in  all  districts 
except  the  outlying  properties  in  the  smaller  of  the  39 
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parishes.  Major  repairs  to  vehicles  are  carried  out  at  the 
main  depot  at  Skirliaugh  by  the  Council’s  Maintenance 
Engineer. 

The  addition  of  some  800  new  houses,  R.A.F.  Station  at 
Piatrington  and  the  Territorial  Army  Camp  at  Ralston,  whicU 
have  come  into  being  since  the  cessation  of  hostilities,  have 
stretched  the  service  to  its  utmost  capacity  and  the  four 
Bedford  refuse  vehicles  are  now  working  to  the  limit. 

Tips  are  kept  under  strict  supervision  by  the  Council's 
Pest  Officer,  but  coverage  is  very  difficult  to  obtain,  and  use 
of  ash  must  be  made  for  temporary  cover. 

Nightsoil. 

Two  vehicles  are  employed  on  this  service,  which  is 
extended1  to  the  larger  villages,  and  collections  are  readily 
marketable.  This  service  is  also  working  to  its  utmost  and 
it  is  not  possible  to  extend  it  further  to  cover  any  more 
parishes.  The  possibility  of  siewage  disposal  works  being 
erected  looms  nearer,  and  with  conversions  taking  place  in 
villages  covered  by  such  schemes,  it  will  be  possible  to  cover 
the  rest  of  the  area  with  the  present  number  of  vehicles. 

Nightsoil  is  sold  to  the  Market  Gardeners  in  the  district. 

Cesspool  Emptying. 

Another  service  rendered  by  the  Council  is  the  emptying 
of  Cesspools,  which  are  necessary  in  a district  where  there  is 
only  one  village  scheme  of  sewage  disposal  available. 

Where  more  than  6 Council  Houses  are  erected  in  one 
place,  it  is  considered  essential  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government,  to  provide  sewage  disposal  plants  for 
the  sewage  from  these  houses.  In  all,  five  such  plants  have 
been  built  and  the  sludge  tanks  are  emptied  by  the  Cesspool 
Emp tiers.  A further  three  schemes  are  in  course  of  prepara- 
tion. 

In  all  villages  where  such  schemes  are  not  contemplated, 
or  where  the  number  of  houses  erected  or  to  be  erected  is  less 
than  6,  it  is  essential  to  provide  a cesspool.

The  service  is  extended  to  all  properties  and  no  charge 
to  the  owner  or  occupier  is  levied,  all  such  costs  being  borne 
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by  tbe  general  rate.  It  is  regrettable  that  Her  Majesty’s 
Government  have  found  it  necessary  to  tax  petrol  heavily, 
for  in  iso  doing  the  costs  of  these  essential  services  to  the 
Public  Health  have  been  greatly  increased. 

Once  more  I am  pleased  to  report  that  it  has  not  been 
found  necessary  to  hire  additional  transport  for  cases  of 
breakdown,  although  all  services  are  running  to  capacity.

Housing  Sewage  Disposal  Works  are  completed  for  the 
parishes  of  Sigglesthorne,  Aldbrough,  Coniston,  Ottringham, 
Riston,  and  further  works  will  be  completed  during  the 
present  year  at  Atwick  and  Humbleton.  In  practically  every 
village  or  hamlet  from  4 to  60  houses  have  been  erected.  The 
time  has  now  arrived  when  further  building  in  practically 
all  these  villages  will  mean  the  erection  of  sewage  disposal 
works  to  take  the  effluent  from  Council  Houses.  But  monies 
spent  on  such  works  would  seem  to  be  wasted  money  since  the 
general  sanitation  of  the  villages  are  not  being  improved  and 
in  some  eases  the  site  of  the  housing  Sewage  Disposal  Works 
would  not  coincide  with  the  site  which  would  have  to  be 
selected  for  the  ultimate  village  works. 
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MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS. 

The  gradual  improvement  shown  on  all  camps  is  being 
maintained  and  modern  sanitary  conveniences  are  being 
installed  on  more  icamps.  Tlie  standard  of  caravan  or  hutment 
is  also  beings  gradually  improved  so  that  the  camps  have  a 
much  better  appearance. 

A camp  owned  by  the  Council  is  gradually  being  built 
up;  the  first  stage  of  development  has  been  carried  out  and 
the  first  of  the  hutments  removed  from  the  eroding  cliffs  to 
a site  behind  a screen  of  trees. 

The  second  stage  is  also  under  way  and  this  year  will  see 
the  first  of  the  true  caravanners  on  the  site.
